ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 
ORDER 

New Delhi, the 25th March, 1996 

O.N. 63(E).—The electoral rolls of the Parliamentary constituencies in the State of Jammu and Kashmir were revised 
intensively with reference to 01-04-1989 as the qualifying date. The rolls were thereafter summarily revised with reference to 
01-01-1992 as the qual ifying date. 

2. According to Section 21(2)(a)(i) of the Representation of the People Act, 1950, the electoral rolls should, unless 
Otherwise directed by the Election Commission for reasons to be recorded in writing, be revised in the prescribed manner by 
reference to the qualifying date before each general election to the House of the People or to the Legislative Assembly of a State. 

3. The qualifying date in relation to the preparation or revision of every electoral roll means the first day of January 
of the year in which it is so prepared or revised as per Section 14(b) of the Representation of the People Act, 1950. 

4. The term of the House of the People is expiring on the 8th July, 1996 and the new House is required to be 
constituted before that date. 

5. The Election Commission has since announced the programme for holding general election to House of the People 
with notification to be issued on the 27th March, 1996. The Commission has decided to hold the general election to the House 
of the People from Jammu and Kashmir also. 

6. Section 73 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 provides that “where a general election is held for the 
purpose of constituting a new House of the People, there shall be notified by the Election Commission in the Official Gazette, 
as soon as may be after the results of the elections in all the constituencies other than those in which the poll could not be taken 
for any reason on the date originally fixed under clause (d) of Section 30 or for which the time for completion of the election has 
been extended under the provisions of Section 153 have been declared by the Returning Officer under the provisions of Section 
53 or as the case may be Section 66, the names of the members elected for those constituencies and upon the issue of such 
notification that House shall be deemed to be duly constituted the new House is required to be constituted before that date”. 

7. For the general election to the House of the People, announced by the Commission, the qualifying date in relation 
to the revision of rolls would be 01-01-1996. The Commission has, however, not ordered any revision in the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir with reference to 01-01-1996 as the qualifying date. 

8. The time available before the issue of notification calling the general election is insufficient even for a summary 
revision of the electoral roll with reference to 1st January, 1996 as the qualifying date in accordance with the procedure pre¬ 
scribed under Section 21 of the Representation of the People Act, 1950 and rules 4 and 23 of the Registration of Electors Rules, 
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1960. In these circumstances, the Commission has no option but to decide that the general election to House of the People from 
Jammu and Kashmir will necessarily have to be conducted on the basis of the current electoral rolls revised with reference to 
01-01-1992 as the qualifying date having regard to the proviso to Section 21(2) of the Representation of the People Act, 1950. 

9. Accordingly, the Commission has directed that no revision of the electoral rolls under Section 21(2) of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1950 shall be undertaken before the general election to the House of the People in Jammu and 
Kashmir for which the process will .commence on the 27th March, 1996.
